Mitchell 
OK'd bugs 
—Magruder 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Jeb Stuart 
Magruder 
testified 
under 
cross- 
examination today that former Attorney 
General John N. Mitchell gave his unen- 
thusiastic approval to the Watergate 
bugging plan on March 30, 1972, then 
inquired a week later why it cost so 
much mor«ey. 
Under tough questioning by Mitchell’s 
lawyer, 
Plata 
Cacheris, 
Magruder 
refused to alter his previous testimony 
about Mitchell’s role It was his third 
day as a witness in the Watergate cover- 
up trial of Mitchell and four other 
former associates of former President 
Richard M Nixon. 


Cacheris asked Magruder about a 
meeting of Nixon campaign aides at Key 
Biscayne, Fla., on March 30, 1972 —the 
third and final planning meeting on an 
intelligence gathering plan drawn up by 
G. Gordon Liddy, campaign finance 
counsel, 
for 
the 
1972 
presidential 
campaign. 
"As you sit here in this courtroom 
today, 
do 
you 
have 
a 
specific 
recollection of Mitchell approving the 
Liddy plan‘>" Cacheris asked. 
"Yes,’’ said Magruder, who served as 
Mitchell’s chief deputy when the former 
attorney general was managing the 
Nixon campaign 


"I have a recollection of Mitchell 
saying 
something 
to 
the 
effect 
—certainly not in an enthusiastic way, it 
never was enthusiastic approval —‘go 
ahead and give him (Liddy) $250,000 and 
let’s see what he can come up with.”’ 
Cacheris then asked Magruder if 
Mitchell called him about a week later 
to inquire why Liddy needed money. 
"He didn’t ask me why Liddy needed 
money," Magruder said. "He asked me 
why he needed that much money," 
emphasizing the words "that much." 
Magruder said 
he then went to 
Mitchell’s office, reviewed Liddy’s plan 
and explained that $250,000 was needed 
for electronics equipment and "front 
money." 
"Mr. Mitchell understood," he said. 
It was the first time that Magruder 
had 
ever 
testified 
publicly 
about 
Mitchell’s inquiry into the money. Most 
of his testimony has been a repetition of 
what he told the Senate Watergate 
hearings. 
Magruder stuck to his story that 
Mitchell approved the bugging plan, 
even when Cacheris confronted him with 
an FBI report from April, 1973, in which 
he reportedly told agents that Mitchell 
had given "no absolute approval" to the 
project. 


"No, I didn’t say that —they said 
that," Magruder said "That was their 
paraphrase of what I said and 1 think 
that should be made clear to the jury. I 
was very nervous that day. It was a time 
of stress. 


"I tried to make clear that he 
(Mitchell) was not enthusiastic ... he 
was not favorably inclined; none of us 
was favorably inclined to the plan. But 
that doesn’t obscure the fact that in the 
end he did approve the program."

Navarro bribery trial

He was apprehended and jailed the 
evening of Aug. 19 after receiving $1,000 
in cash from Howard Olsen, a principal 
developer of Zaca Lake Resort in Santa 
Ynez Valley, in what the prosecution 
charges was a payment solicited by the 
defendant to help push the development 
project, which lost out before the Board 
of Supervisors.

Ford will act to

SIOUX CITY, Iowa (UPI) - President 
American farmers against any subsidized 
dairy and meat suppliers

"If the Europeans reinstitute their 
export subsidies on dairy products 
directed at this market, I will impose 
countervailing duties on these pro­ 
ducts." 
Thirdly, he said, there will be a 
"thorough review" of market conditions 
and "full opportunity" for American 
dairymen to speak out before there will 
be any action to change current dairy 
import quotas "

Black nations rap UN veto 
against ousting S. Africa 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) — The black-led nations of Africa attacked the United 
States, Britain and France today for an unprecedented Security Council triple veto 
that killed a move to expel South Africa from the United Nations. 
The black African bloc, failing in a 12-day campaign to oust the white supremacist 
state, accused South Africa’s "powerful supporters" of choosing "to talk in the 
United Nations but do nothing about what is happening there. " 


The 15-member council voted 1(K3 Wednesday to recommend South Africa's ouster 
from the world body because of its apartheid policy of racial separation. Austria and 
Costa Rica abstained. 
Negative votes by the three permanent Western members killed the milestone 
resolution, the first formal vote to expel a member in the United Nations’ 29-year 
history. 
It was also the first time three permanent members cast simultaneous vetoes in 
the council. Three previous measures had been killed by two powers. 
The U.S., French and British envoys condemned South Africa’s apartheid policy, 
but expressed doubts that expulsion would bring about a change. 
U.S. Ambassador John Scali called apartheid "inhumane, outmoded and short 
sighted," but said expulsion "would be a major strategic mistake." 
He said South Africa’s recent promise to relax racial discrimination may be a sign 
of "new voices of conciliation" in the white-ruled nation.

SAIGON (U PI) — Elite combat police 
clashed with anti-government protest­ 
ors today in a furious seven-hour fight at 
a suburban church and in street battles

Vietnamese capital into a city under 
siege. 


A 
crowd of 
some 
3,000 Roman 
Catholics demanding the resignation of 
President Nguyen Van Thieu hurled 
sticks and stones at police and burned 
two patrol cars before retreating inside 
the Tan Sa Chau Church at the edge of 
Saigon. 
It was the first time during the 
current political unrest that the heavily 
armed combat police had been called 
out to quell Saigon street disturbances. 


Demonstrators fell under assaults by 
police fists, feet and nightsticks. The 
combat police, dressed in military 
fatigue uniforms, wearing steel helmets 
and carrying automatic rifles, did not 
fire their guns or tear gas. 


Police beat up Tran Huu Thanh, the 
priest leading the campaign against 
government corruption, and several 
opposition congressmen who tried to 
leave the church, witnesses said.

30 
policemen 
and 
60 
demonstrators were reported injured 
before the protesters broke through 
police lines to escape 
Thieu, fighting for his political life, 
remained

Independence Palace protected from 
protestors by downtown barricades. 
He called off a scheduled meeting with 
five former American POWs who he had 
hoped would lend support to his fight for 
survival. 
Thieu, who admits corruption is 
rampant and has promised to stamp it 
out, demoted three of his four army 
corps commanders Wednesday. 
Six more cabinet ministers resigned 
this week, government sources said. 
Four of the original 
19 ministers

Richard Nixon’s vital signs are stable 
but tests indicate he is still loosing a 
little blood in the abdomen and his 
condition remains critical, his doctors 
said today. 
The former President’s spirit and 
mental attitude are "excellent," the 
doctors said 
"He is alert. He is oriented to 
everything going on around him and he 
is cooperative," the doctors said in their 
medical bulletin shortly before 10:30 
a.m. PST (1:30p.m. EST). 
But the doctors said it was still 
"prem ature” to offer a prognosis at this 
time. 
The bulletin was issued by Dr. John 
Lungren, Nixon’s personal physician, 
and Dr. Eldon B. Hickman, who headed 
the surgical team that operated on the 
former president Tuesday morning and 
inserted a plastic clip to prevent blood 
clots from moving from his phlebitis- 
infected thigh into his heart and lungs. 
Several hours after the operation, 
Nixon began loosing blood and went into 
shock which his chief aide, Ron Ziegler, 
said Wednesday had almost cost the 
former president his life. 
Hickman 
and 
Lungren 
said 
the 
"possibility still exists for further 
complications and that Nixon would 
remain under intensive observation by 
his physicians and critical care nurses. 
The 
doctors 
said 
Nixon’s 
blood 
pressure was 140 over 80 and his pulse 80 


and regular. 
But there has been a slight drop in 
hemoglobin count and the doctors were 
evaluating 
the 
significance 
of 
the 
change. 
The drop may be normal, they said, or 
it might represent "a slow oozing of 
blood into the retro-peritoneal phase." 
The doctors explained the bleeding 
would be behind the tissue of fat around 
the lining of the abdomen. 
To counteract 
the 
bleeding, 
the 
doctors said, Nixon was administered 
one 
additional 
pint 
of 
blood. 
He 
previously had received three pints in 
transfusions after he lapsed into shock. 
Mrs. 
Nixon and their daughters, 
Tricia Cox and Julie Eisenhower, were 
at the hospital from early morning until 
late Wednesday night, the doctors said. 
Mrs. Nixon apparently was spending 
most of her time with Nixon while the 
daughters visit briefly each hour.

Kissinger flies to Pakistan 


ISLAMABAD (UPI) - Secretary of 
State 
Henry A. Kissinger flew to 
Islamabad today to assure Pakistani 
leaders of 
U.S. friendship without 
committing himself to ending America’s 
arms embargo. 
Kissinger flew to Pakistan after a 19- 
hour 
Bangladesh trip in which he 
pledged massive U.S. food shipments to 
save millions of flood victims from 
starvation. 
He 
went into talks with Prime 
Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, who has 
been pressing the United States for 
miecii«*« 
tanks and artillerv to offset 


Pakistani military fears since India set 
off a nuclear explosion last spring. 


Kissinger conferred with Bhutto for 
two and a half hours and his spokesman, 
Ambassador Robert O. Anderson, said 
the talks were "very friendly, very 
cordial." 


There was no indication that Kissinger 
had acceded to Bhutto’s arms request, 
however. U.S. officials with Kissinger 
had expressed doubt the secretary would 
relax the arms embargo except perhaps 
for spare parts for American military 
hardware

Two vault suspects nabbed 


CHICAGO (U PI) — Two suspects in the $4.3 million burglary of 
an Armored Express Co. vault have been arrested by British 
authorities on Grand Cayman Island in the British West Indies, 
the FB I announced today. 
Richard G. Held, special agent in charge of the Chicago FBI 
office, said early this morning that Pasqual Charles Marzano, 40, 
and Luigi Michael DiFonzo, 26, were arrested late Wednesday 
night by British oficers on the island. 
He said the pair was being held pending deportation to the 
United States to face charges stemming from the largest cash 
heist in American history. 
The two were among three suspects charged Wednesday in the 
case. The third, Marzano’s cousin, William Marzano, remained at 
large. 
All three were charged with burglary, bank larceny, illegal use 
of explosives and interstate transportation of stolen money. 
Three other suspects were in custody in connection with the Oct. 
20 burglary and were indicted Wednesday in connection with the 
theft. 
The FB I said one of those indicted, Peter J. Gushi, a self-styled 
master criminal, has admitted he took part in the massive theft 
and "received a sum of money.” 


Indicted on charges of participating in the burglary were Gushi, 
47; Ralph Marrera, 31, a suspended security guard accused of 
being the "inside man” in the vault burglary; and James “ Jimmy 
the Greek” Maniatis, accused of supplying the*van in which 
investigators said the money was carted away. 
The three, all being held here under cash bonds ranging up to $1 
million, were charged with bank burglary, bank larceny and use of 
explosives in commission of a felony. 


An FB I investigator, reporting on a joint investigation by the 
FB I and Scotland Yard, also said that customs authorises on 
Grand Cayman Island in the West Indies opened two suitcases 
“ found to be crammed full with U.S. paper currency,” but 
returned them to DiFonzo. 
The FB I said none of the loot carted from the money stronghold 
on Chicago’s near North Side had been recovered. 
U.S. Attorney James R. Thompson, who said the F B I and 
Scotland Yard were working together closely, said the loot 
probably had been divided up by six or seven men believed to have 
been involved in the burglary. 


In a 10-page affidavit attached to the complaint, FB I Special 
Agent Roman W. Stratton said the three men, accompanied by 
Gushi, drove the money in DiFonzo’s automobile to Columbus, 
Ohio, and chartered a flight to Miami, Fla. 
From Miami, the complaint charged, DiFonzo flew on to Grand 
Cayman, about 200 miles south of Cuba, with about $1.5 million.

Dutch Justice Minister An 
dreas Van Agt said it was "the 
first time in the history of this 
type of incident that hardline 
tactics have fully succeeded 
without loss of life.” 
In the early morning dark­ 
ness, as ambulances and fire 
trucks stood by, the marines 
quietly climbed the stairs to 
the second floor chapel of 
Scheveningen Prison 
A siren wailed once and the 
soldiers, firing shots into the 
ceiling, rushed the chapel from 
two sides, surprising the rebel 
inmates, 
led 
by 
a 
jailed 
Palestinian guerrilla hijacker. 
Van Agt said the sleep-dazed 
gunmen reacted with “ a few 
minutes of total shock ” Sol­ 
diers grabbed the convicts' 
knifes and pistols and arrested 
them. 
"The marines had permis­ 
sion, even orders, to kill the 
gunmen if that was necessary 
to 
save 
the 
lives 
of 
the 
hostages,” Van Agt said. 
Moments after the 4 a.m. 
attack, the 15 hostages boarded 
a prison bus for their return 
home. They laughed and waved 
wildly to a cluster of spectators 
gathered outside the high red 
brick walls of the jail near the 
North Sea 
Van Agt refused to discuss 
the details of the surprise 
attack "because one can never 
tell when we are going to need 
a repeat performance.”

Dented head reminds Plasman of helmetless days

P r e s i d e n t 
J o h n s o n , i n f l i c t i n g t h e 
unkindest cut of all, said of 
Congressman Gerald Ford, 
“He has played one too many 
games without a helmet.’’ he 
was wrong. 
Johnson referred to Fo rd’s 
football days at the U niver­ 
sity of Michigan. But Ford 
did wear a helmet in college, 
a thin leather one, but a 
helm et nonetheless. T h ere 
were, however, some football 
players in Ford's day, in the 
30s, who did play heimetless. 
As one might imagine, the 
last man to plav pro football 
wi t hout a hel met wa l ks 
around today with a hole in 
his head. 
Dick Plasman. former pass 
receiver and linebacker for 
the Chicago Bears, is now 60 
years old. He still bears the 
physical rem inder of the era 
from 1937 through 1942 when, 
as one of the Monsters of the 
M idway, he clum ped into 
football battle with nothing 
protecting his noggin but a 
thick shock of blondish hair. 
The hole, which is actually 


little more than a deep inden­ 
tation in the acreage around 
his left temple, was obtained 
one fall Sunday in 1938 at 
Wrigley Field. 
Skull untrussed and hands 
o u tstretch ed , P la sm a n ran 
into the end zone as he fol­ 
lowed the (light of the ball. It 
w as a cer t ai n touchdow n. 
However, he never caught 
the ball as he ran into the end 
z o ne b e c a u s e he s i m u l ­ 
taneously ran into the wall. 
T h e o u t f i e l d w a l l in 
W rigley F ield en c ro a c h ed 
two feet into the end zone in 
those days. Today, the field is 
situated totally in the field 
and there are m ats up on the 
wall. Too late, though, for 
P lasm an ’s pate. 
He woke up in the hospital 
a couple days later. He was so 
swathed in bandages he a p ­ 
peared to be w earing a white 
helmet. All w asn’t lost, as it 
turned out. He m arried his 
nurse, a symbiotic love affair 
if ever there was one. 
At this point, two questions 
may l>e brimming over in the 
reader's mind. First, did Dick 
Plasm an decide to w ear a 
helmet ever afterw ard9 And 
second, why did Dick Plas­ 
man not wear a helmet in the 


first place? In other words, 
what kind of skull drudgery 
w as this, anyway? 
Plasm an did not w ear a 
helmet because as he ran out 
fo r a p a s s , th e l e a t h e r 
chapeau of those days would 
drop over his eyes like the 
broken visor on a knight’s a r ­ 
mor. Plasm an says that he 
never liked to w ear hats of 
any sort, and in the Army he 
was nearly court-m artialed 
once for traipsing about the 
base with a denuded c r a ­ 
nium. 
Today, Plasm an seem s to 
traverse with no ill after­ 
effects from his playing days. 
He sells optical equipment in 
the Chicago area. He is quite 
large, at 6-4, 240 pounds, and 
weighs only 20 pounds more 
than in his bare-neaded play­ 
ing days. 
He w ears glasses and a 
gentle smile and says that the 
only time he thinks of the 
crevice in his head is when he 
touches it. He does have a few 
other aches and pains — for 
example, he ca n ’t sleep on his 
right side because of old foot­ 
ball injuries — but those 
cam e about for other reasons, 
one of which perhaps is due 


to his never having worn hip 
pads, either. He did w ear 
shoulder pads, though, his 
one concession to frocking 
like the conventional foot­ 
baller. 
His wife thinks about the 
football crash more than he 
does, for when they mesh in 
familial controversy, she ex­ 
plains to him, “You know' 
som ething, you n ev er did 
recover from that head ini- 
t* 
ury. 
Plasm an recalls that only 
one opponent took unfair a d ­ 
vantage of his unhelmeted 
head. “He was a defensive 
ta c k le for the W ashington 
Redskins,” said Plasm an re ­ 
cently over coffee in the den 
of his Arlington Heights, 111., 
home. He smiled, showing the 
bridges that have replaced 
his football-lost teeth. “The 
guy kept bashing me with his 
elbows. I told him I was get­ 
ting sick of it. He kept on. So 
one day he was on the ground 
and I stepped on a vulnerable 
part of him. He stopped after 
that. I mean, I was justified. I 
got tired of his antics, after 
two years.” 


P la s m a n said he n ev er 
feared injury because he be­ 
lieved that if you hustled and 


w eren’t lazy*you wouldn’t get 
hurt; also, that only if you 
w ere hit with a mighty good 
shot to the head would it be 
hazardous to your health - 
and then it m attered not if 
you wore a football fedora or 
not. 


He entered the Army in ’42, 
cam e out in ’46 and kicked 
two seasons for the Chicago 
Ca r d i n a l s . H e lm e ts w e re 
m andatory in the NFL by 
then, but Plasm an got an ex­ 


em ption 
— 
like B urleigh 
Grimes when he was the last 
of the spitball pitchers. 
P l a s m a n l a t e r w a s an 
assistant coach for the Green 
Bay P ackers and the Pitts­ 
burgh Steelers. He d id n ’t 
w ear a hat on the sidelines, 
either, and once suffered for 
it by getting frost-bite of the 
ear. 
Looking at the cur r ent 
f o o t b a l l 
p l a y e r s , 
h e 
acknowledges that they are 
b ig g e r a n d s m a r t e r a n d 
faster than in his day. He was 
asked, then, if he would wear 
anything on his head if he 
w ere playing today? 
“ Yes,” he said, after a mo­ 
ment of consideration. 
“Earmuffs.”

“ It takes a lot of luck to have 
only two interceptions after 198 
passes,” he admitted. “ The big 
thing is having some super 
receivers (Steve Rivera ranks 
among the NCAA leaders with 
39 catches), recognizing de­ 
fenses and knowing when to 
throw the ball and when to eat 
it.” 
With a little luck, Bart may 
not have had any interceptions 
during his 5-2 season to date.

The veto is another example 
of what is at stake. In three 
weeks of campaigning which 
will include 19 states, Ford 
appealed to the voters not to 
send a ‘‘veto-proof Congress ’ 
to Washington and upset the 
checks and balance system 
If Ford runs for president in 
1976, as he expects, he will need 
Republican 
governors 
to 
provide the political base for a 
successful bid. 
Republicans are currently 
expected to lose their hold on 
powerhouse states such as 
California and New York and 
possibly 
Massachusetts 
and 
Michigan as well. 
If that happens, the Demo­ 
crats would control the nation’s 
10 most populous states. 
Ford’s prestige is involved 
because of his campaigning. 
Some argue that the best 
politics for a president in a 
mid-term election is to do his 
best and stay out of the 
campaigns. But Ford decided 
to intervene directly because 
Republican apathy was threat­ 
ening many GOP candidates 
with defeat.

Flap over private oil reserve use 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Chairman F. Edward Hebert, D-La., 
of the House Armed Services Committee charged Wednesday that 
Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. Morton is seeking to turn over 
Naval petroleum reserves in California and Alaska for “exploita­ 
tion by private oil companies.” 
Hebert’s attack on Morton also implied that the House Interior 
Committee headed by Rep. James A. Haley, D-Fla., was 
supporting “a takeover” of the Navy’s oil reserves by the Interior 
Department. 
“A power play by the Secretary of Interior and other powerful 
interests to gain control of the Naval Petroleum Reserves in 
California and Alaska for the obvious purpose of their leasing and 
exploitation by private oil companies is a matter of great concern 
to me,” Hebert said in a statement. 
The chairman’s statement was in response to a letter from 
Morton to Haley supporting an amendment to a pending public 
land bill that would allow the Interior Department to administer 
the petroleum reserves after consultation with the Defense 
Department. 
The amendment has strong support within the House Interior 


Israeli gunboats 
shell Palestinians 


United Press International 
Israeli gunboats bombarded 
Palestinian targets in southern 
Lebanon today, and Lt. Gen. 
Mordechai Gur, the Israeli 
chief of staff, said Israel is 
prepared for war should the 
Arab summit conference in 
Rabat lead to an immediate 
new Middle East conflict. 
The gunboats kept up Israel’s 
battle against the Arab guerril­ 
las despite the Arab summit 
conference’s recognition of the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion as the only voice of the 
Palestinians. 
Israeli Police Minister Shlo- 
mo Hillel told civil guard 
commanders there had been 
258 guerrilla attempts in Israel 
so far this year and that an 
acceleration of the attacks was 
expected 


Gur told his troops the armed 
forces were prepared for the 
possibility of war resulting 
from the Rabat summit. 


Israeli leaders have said 
Syria is preparing for war, 
possibly by spring The Jerusa­ 


lem Post said increased num­ 
bers of Syrian army vehicles 
moved in the disengagement 
zone 
Wednesday 
and 
the 
Syrians had moved observation 
tents closer to Israeli lines. 
The talk of war and increased 
guerrilla activity 
came as 
French Foreign Minister Jean 
Sauvagnargues met with Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin and 
Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 
on the first day of a three-day 
official visit. 
Sauvagnargues denied a re­ 
port in the newspaper Ma’ariv 
which said Sauvagnargues was 
trying to mediate between PLO 
leader 
Yasser 
Arafat 
and 
Israel. The French minister 
met Arafat in Beirut last week. 
In other Middle East develop­ 
ments; 
—The Moscow weekly New 
Times attacked Secretary of 
State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s 
personal style of Middle East 
diplomacy and said the only 
answer to the 
Arab-Israeli 
problem is a resumption of the 
Geneva peace conference with 
full participation of the PLO. 


Committee and a committee source said Morton’s position 
actually would result in less control by his department. 
Hebert saw Morton’s letter and the amendment as part of a long 
campaign to take the Elk Hills Naval Petroleum Reserve in 
California and a huge reserve on the Arctic Coast of Alaska away 
from the Navy. 
The Louisiana Democrat charged that the efforts to give the 
Interior Department jurisdiction over the oil reserves “ ignore 
national security requirements and permit all-out exploitation and 
production of these national oil reserves for commercial 
purposes.” 
He noted that he had opposed earlier plans for producing oil 
from the Elk Hills reserve in order to buy offshore leases in the 
Santa Barbara Channel off California. * 
Hebert also was successful in bottling up a proposal by former 
President Nixon to allow limited production from the Elk Hills 
reserve to help meet fuel shortages. 
Hebert said the Elk Hills and Alaska reserves now were being 
developed by the Navy in “an urgent and orderly fashion’’ with $69 
million appropriated by Congress for the purpose. He said any 
suggestion that the Interior Department could do a better job was 
“patently misleading, particularly since Interior’s track record in 
exploration and development of petroleum fields is exceedingly 
poor.” 
He said he agreed with President Ford that “ responsible use” 
should be made of the Navy’s oil reserves but that “this 
responsible use...must not ignore our number one priority, which 
is our national security.” 
Under existing law, the Navy’s oil fields are reserved for use 
only in the event of war. Critics argue, however, that there would 
not be enough time in any future war to get the oil into production 
The amendment to give the Interior Department jurisdictioner 
the naval reserves has been offered to a pending bill making 
sweeping changes in laws under which the Bureau of Land 
Management, an Interior Department agency, administers the 
public lands. 
The legislation is currently being “marked up” by the House 
Interior Committee. The panel is expected to take it up for further 
consideration on Nov. 20 


Star Kist fined for 
contaminated tuna sales

Star Kist Foods Inc., $8,000 for 
distributing 
contaminated 
canned tuna 
Star Kist and its Samoan 
subsidiary were fined $4,000 
each after pleading guilty to 
charges of violating the federal 
Food and Drug Act. A federal 
grand jury indicted the firms 
Aug 
22, charging that tuna 
shipments 
from 
American 
Samoa, distributed to western 


and 
midwestern 
cities 
in 
January, contained rotten fish 
and histamine, which plays a 
major role in causing allergy 
reactions.

Office party case sobering 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — The widow of a man killed in an auto 
accident after he became intoxicated at an office party is entitled 
to receive workmen’s compensation, the California Supreme 
Court ruled Wednesday. 
The court said the “proximate cause” of death of Daniel 
McCarty, an employe of a plumbing firm, originated with his 
employment at the firm, which gave a party on company time 
during the 1971 holiday season. 
An employer who tolerates and encourages employe drinking 
in connection with the job may not later assert that the injury was 
caused by the intoxication of the employe,” the court ruled. 
McCarty died when his car collided with a railroad signal pole 
after he left the party.

Those familiar with the situation know 
that the main reason for the uncertainty 
is the presence of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad which runs east and west along 
the Laurel Avenue to Grefco on one 
spur and from Laurel Avenue, south on 
A Street through the city to Johns- 
Manville Products Co., on the other 
spur. Transit through the city is based 
on a long standing franchise with the 


city 
Maybe it would be more accurate to 
say the main problem is the question of 
adapting the city to the railroad. In the 
area of Laurel and D there is another 
aspect of the problem: A stretch of the 
railroad right of way from about E 
Street to a point just east of A Street is 
the switching yard for Southern Pacific 
In former days a D Street resident, Em il 
Gullich, complained far and wide that 
the bumping of the freight cars as a 
train was being made up, disturbed the 
peace of the community and that the 
noise from the engines kept him awake 
at night. 
Most of the property south of Laurel in 
that E to A area is zoned for commercial 
or industrial and the present uses 
conform to those designations 
North of Laurel in the same area most 
of the property is zoned for single family 
or in the case of the northwest comer of 
Laurel and D, for multiple family or 
apartments. It should be noted that 
despite the R-3 zoning, however, the 
block bounded by Laurel and Maple and 
by D and E Streets, is entirely single 
family developed 
The presence of the railroad, the 
existence 
of commercial 
industrial 
developments south of Laurel and the R- 
3 zoning in the one particular block 


probably are factors that led to the 
latest move for commercial industrial 
zoning 
north 
of 
Laurel. 
Initially, 
however, Autry said action granting the 
commercial industrial zoning at Laurel 
and D would on the surface be spot 
zoning. It was for that reason that the 
commission decided to have its zoning 
committee composed of commissioners 
John Peto and Vernon Copeland study 
the whole question 


Not long ago there was a similar move 
and unsuccessful at that on property 
south of Chestnut Avenue and just west 
of Third Street. That’s a spot about a 
block south of the railroad. Autry said 
Wednesday there were also other moves 
along Laurel Avenue, more westerly, 
west of H Street for example. 


The latest effort is another example of 
the 
great 
discontent. 
There 
are 
alternatives, but not easy outs so to 
speak. SP could move its switching yard 
out of the city and to open land west of 
present residential development 
Or 
someone, and commissioner Robert 
Kranig has been in the forefront, could 
be a king maker and create an industrial 
park to absorb much of the commercial- 
industrial thrust. A development near V 
and Laurel by the Botroff family is a 
good example.

We stayed in July, 1974, at the 
Knight’s Rest Motel, ¿51 Price Street, 
Pismo Beach, and brought with us Mark 
Kulick, the best friend of one of our 
sons. 


Mark and some other boys were 
climbing the cliff. Mark lost his footing 
and fell about 30 feet to the rocks below, 
hitting his head along the way. The 
Pismo Beach Fire Department Rescue 
Squad came very quickly to the rescue 
and took Mark to the hospital. Mark fell 
on Wednesday, and died on Sunday 
evening, July 7,1974 


Perhaps another tragedy like this may 
be averted by signs being posted at 
critical points along those dangerous 
cliffs. I was impressed with a sign like 
that when we were on a trip with a 
church camp in the San Bernardino 
Mountains. Let me give you the wording 
of that particular sign:

STAY ON TRAIL 
MANY DEATHS & IN JU R IE S 
HAVE OCCURRED CLIM BING 
TH ESE UNSAFE C LIFFS

this idea. Mark was only 13 years old. If 
signs like this saved even one life, they 
would be worth a lot.

Recently most residents of the 1100, 
1200 and 1300 blocks of West Hickory 
Ave. were asked by the City Street 
Superintendent if they would like to have 
a tree planted in their front lawns. 
Although the majority of residents 
stated they did not want the tree it was 
planted two weeks later in spite of 
strong protests. Personal shrubbery and 
lawns were removed to make way for 
the unwanted trees. Some residents, 
after two years of occupancy, have 
incurred extensive time and expense in 
planning 
and 
planting 
landscaping; 
planning that did not include a three foot 
square hole with a tree in it in the 
middle of the front lawn. 
We have a lovely new neighborhood 
with many trees and fine shrubs, as do 
other parts of Lompoc. We are not 
neglecting our property and allowing it 
to go to pot. Ours is not an eye-sore in 
the city as many of the streets are that 
have established city trees ... trees that 
have been neglected, trees needing 
pruning and spraying for diseases and 


insects. The city cannot take care of the 
trees already planted so why force more 
on unwanting residents?

Washington calling

Wrong 
choice 


WASHINGTON - Damned if you do 
and damned if you don’t! That is the wry 
conclusion of President Ford as he 
stumps across the country trying to pull 
Republican - congressional candidates 
out of the slough of despond. 
He is being roundly 
scolded 
for playing 
the partisan game and 
thereby 
fu rth er 
dividing an already 
fractured 
nation. 
Instead he should be 
taking the high road of 
unity to pull people 
together 
for 
the 
common 
goal 
of 
fighting inflation By 
denouncing 
the 
Democrats 
as 
big 
spenders in state after 
state, he is betraying 
that goal. 
But it takes practically no imagination 
to hear the chorus of complaint that 
would arise if he had followed the other 
course and had stayed in the White 
House with the image of a national 
leader Hard-pressed Republicans would 
have denounced him, as they did 
Richard Nixon, for being indifferent not 
only to their fate, but to the future of the 
party 
Whether he wrestled with the choice 
or whether he is just doing what comes 
naturally is of no moment, since the die 
is cast. He has tied his fortunes to GOP 
candidates, many of whom are almost 
certain to go down to defeat. In an 
election 
campaign 
marked 
by 
resounding apathy, even the President 
of the United States has failed to draw 
sizable and enthusiastic crowds. 
In my opinion, the President made the 
wrong choice I say this while realizing 
how difficult it would have been for him 
to say no to the appeals of one 
beleaguered candidate after another. 
The error of his choice has been 
compounded by his use of the threat that 
greatly enlarged Democratic majorities 
in Congress 
would 
jeopardize 
the 
Adm inistration’s 
foreign 
policy 
initiatives. 
The blame on this score is broad 
enough to cover both parties. 
An 
example 
is the foreign aid mess. 
Conservative 
Republicans 
have 
consistently voted against aid. 
With aid snarled over the Turkish 
stand on Cyprus, the hope that Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger might employ 
foreign-aid 
grants to implement a 
Middle East peace is deferred if not 
canceled. During his shuttle diplomacy 
earlier 
this 
year, 
Kissinger 
had 
encouraged Egypt to believe in a $250- 
million grant which would be largely 
used to restore the Suez Canal and the 
ruined cities along the canal. 
Likewise, the blame for inflation 
should be shared by both parties 
Lyndon Johnson’s escalation of the 
Vietnam war was one of the principal 
causes, with no tax increase to make up 
at least part of the deficit. 
As a member of the House of 
Representatives, later minority leader, 
Gerald Ford voted for every Vietnam 
appropriation requested by President 
Johnson. With one comparatively minor 
exception, he voted for all the big arms 
bills before Congress during his 1£> years 
there. 
At times on the campaign trail Ford 
has made it sound as though the choice 
had been between sitting in his oval 
office in the White House and thinking or 
taking the Republican case to the 
country. That is an oversimplification 
that cannot be sustained in fact. 
Sticking to the job of President, he 
might have helped to rescue funds for 
mass transit out of the clutches of the 
highway lobby. While his threat to veto 
the aid bill if it contained a ban on arms 
assistance 
to 
Turkey 
brought 
a 
compromise, a more direct and vigorous 
intervention might have moved aid out 
of the no-man’s land where it languishes 
today. 
The analogy with Harry Truman is 
false. Truman s give ’em hell campaign 
in 1948 came after he had been President 
for nearly four years. He was attacking 
a Republican majority in a congress 
that had divided on more or less 
clearcut 
party 
lines 
over 
social 
legislation. Inflation and recession were 
not factors. 
Republicans in 1972 rang a change on 
George McGovern’s far-out campaign 
promises with a plea that went “ Come 
home, 
George 
McGovern.” 
Maybe 
“ Come Home, Gerald Ford” is right for 
a President crisscrossing the country 
and tying 
his future 
to a losing 
campaign.
